Report from YoJcoluimti — Plague and cholera. 

Yokohama, Japan, November 7, 1902. 

For the week ended Novenil)er I, 1902, there were inspected 3 vessels 
having an aggregate peraonuel of '?;>3 crew and 810 pti^ssengers. Pour 
hundred and ninety- five steemge passengers were bathed, and 515 pieces 
of baggage were disinfected. One vessel, the United States flagship 
New York, Avas granted a bill of health without inspection. 

The case of suspected plague reported by me as having occurred in 
Yokohama on the 24th idtimo ha;^ recently been olHcially announced its 
a genuine case of pest A.n additional genuine ciise of pest occurred on 
the oOth ultimo, proving fatal on the 2d instant. Both of these cases, it 
appears, occurred among the quarantined population. The measures 
taken by the authoritH>8 seem stringent ; a number of houses in the 
infected vicinity have been destroyed by fire ius a sanitsu">^ measure. 

As i-egards the Empire the <^holera situation seems to be improving, 
though no recent statistics are at my disposal. 

An otiicial report show.s that there have occurred in Kanagawa Ken, 
the prefecture in which Yokohama in situated, 6 cdses of cholera with 
5 deaths, up to October 18. No Cijses of cholera have, liowever, been 
recently reported to me in this vicinity.
